from the invaluable ‘“Osgood Register” 
may give an idéa of the few leading 
lines, whose descendants still dwell 
with us. 

John Osgood, probably of Robert's 
line, in the parish of |Wherwell, Hamp- 
shire, near old Andover, England, came 
across alone eaily in 1638, made a short 
sojourn with Ipswich neighbors, while 
waiting for Sara his wife, and four 
children, who came under the escort of 
William Osgood a few months later. 
Christopher Osgood, a possible relative, 
with Margaret Fowler his wife, and 
Philip Fowler and Mary Winslow, her 
parents, came to Ipswich in 1634. 
Christopher’s daughters marry Andover 
men, and his widow accompanies Thom” 
as Rowell of Salisbury, when the Os- 
good estates are sold by young Chris- 
topher, to our town where they are 
shortly followed by Christopher and 
Thomas Osgood. At Thomas Rowell’s 
death in 1662, the widow marries a Nan- 
tucket man. William Osgood does not 
come to Andover with these friends, 
but remains a proprietor of Salisbury. 
It is to Ira Osgood of London, N. H.,

generation, by the family of Aaron B. 
Osgood, and we aiso have had a Salie- 
bury Morrill in the Ink business here, 
whose ancestors were double twisted“ 
with the Osgoods of Salisbury. 

The children of John's family, born 
in England, were Sara, wife of John 
Clements of Haverhill borders to Ports- 
mouth; Elizabeth, wife of Capt. John 
Brown of Reading; Mary, the wife of 
Henry Ingalls of Andover; and Capt. 
John, the eldest son. Stephen was 
born shortly after the arrival of the 
family in Newbury probably, while 
Hanna was born first of her line in An- 
dover, in 1644, becoming the wife, in 
1660, of Samuel Archer, who moved 
here from Salem. John Osgood’s days 
were almost numbered when he was 
chosen our first representative to the 
General Court, and he died in 1651 at 
the end of the May session. The will 
is familiar to students of the Bailey 

k. 

Stephen Osgood, farmer, who died 
in 1691 of small-pox, and Mary Hooker 
(probably of Roxbury) saved only a 
family of three sons. Joseph, tailor 
who married Mary Marble, raised Re- 
becca who married Joseph Poor in 
1725. Hooker, saddler, moved to Lan- 
caster, Mass., where his descendants 
began to spread out into the surround- 
ing corners of the Northern and Middle 
States, one joining the Shakers and 
reaching Canada in his old age. *Steph- 
en Osgood, the Haggett’s Pond farmer, 
from whom Osgood District is named, 
married Hanna Blanchard of Charles- 
town, whose people then held the land 
about the Pond. Their girls married 
the neighboring Johnsons and Holts, 
one becoming the wife of Rev. John 
Barnard, minister in the North Church 
thirty-eight years, the only son dying in 
his last year at Harvard. 

Stephen’s boys marriéd Ballards and 
pushed iato Tewksbury, and allied to 
the Fiints of Reading, they settled Dan- 
vers. ‘Isaac Osgood, Capt. on the old 
farm from 1713 to 1782, commanded a 
company at Lake George in the French 
War, and marched to Lexington with 
the old men at sixty-nine. His son 
‘Jacob, a childless deacon, succeeded, 
and there James Otis died in the sum- 
mer storm of 1783. Jacob's only sister 
Elizabeth was killed by the accidental 
discharge of a gun at five years. Tne 
eloquent Medford clergyman, David 
Osgood, was a brother, and here his 
spinster daughter Lucy lived to the age 
of seventy. From here a brother, Ken- 
dall Osgood who had served as surgeon 
on a privateer in the war, went with 
his fortune to Peterboro, N. H. His 
elegant and giddy costumes prevented 
him from getting practice and he 
turned farmer, leaving a handsome be- 
quest to his ungrateful townsmen. In 
his eighth generation, an heir each has 
been contributed to Atlanta and Chi- 
cago. 

John, Cupt., succeeded to his father’s 
estates, and at the o:d homestead the 
first town meeting was held in March,

Marshaled In Precise Order—His Re- 
ply to Horace Greeley.

coln, visiting me 
one night a short 
time before his 
death, and sit- 
ting in the chair 
L from which these 


words are dictat - 
ed, said: Lincoln read less and thought 


more than any other man in America. 


There is not one great book that he ever 
read thoroughly. When a boy, he read 
the Bible, and ‘when of age he read 
Shakespeare, and he often quoted from 
both, but he never read either book 
through. I repeat that he was the poor- 
est reader ‘and the greatest thinker, 
within his sphere, in America, if not in 
the world. ‘ 

The sayer of this was already tremu- 
lous with the premonitions of the final 
catastrophe, but his head was clear, and 
I could but remember that he had been 
for a long time more intimate with Lin- 
coln than was ever any other man. I be- 
lieve that Herndon’s judgment was good 
in the matter referred to. Lincoln did 
think more—and better than any other 
man in America. He rose above his age 
because he was the greatest thinker. In 
many particulars he was not the highest 
man. He was not the best. He was not 
the noblest. ‘He was not the greatest 
pioneer of freedom. He was not much 
moved with the sublime enthusiasm of 
humanity, but he could outthink any 
man of the age. 

The operations of -Lincoln’s: mind 
were more exact and more certain, more 
complete and finished, than were those 
of any other mind in that greatest epoch 
of our national existence. So much has 
been said about the matter that. I. hesi- 
tate to enter upon a new analysis or to 
revise the old analyses of the Lincoln- 
jan intellect, but I insist on the main 
fact and emphasize it—namely, that 
Lincoln could outthink any man of his 
age and country. His reading was s0 
small and desultory that it may be 
wholly disregarded, but his view of the 
world he lived in wasclearer, more far- 
reaching and distinct than that of any 
of his contemporaries or any several of 
them ;

Lincoln was the mighty wrestler. The 
man never lived who could throw him 
2 equal ground. Once in his clutches, 


know his own meaning? Would he 
plainly tell the nation what were his 
purposes and aims? And this is Lin- 
coln’s reply: 

If there be those who would not 
save the Union unless they could at the 
same time save slavery, I do not agree 
with them. If there be those who would 
not save the Union unless they could at 
the same time destroy slavery, I do not 
agree with them. My paramount object 
is to save the Union, and not either to 
save or destroy slavery. If I could save 
the Union without freeing any slave, I 
would do it. If I could eave it by free- 
ing all the slaves, I would do it, and if 
T could do it by freeing some and leay- 
ing others alone I would also do that. 
What I do about slavery and the colored 
race. I do because I believe it helps to 


save the Union, and what I forbear I 
‘forbear 


of rain or shine, of the green earth or 


the blue sky, of forest or plain, of dis- 
tant mountain or ruffled sea. He who 
had himself been a flatboatman descend - 
ing the Father of Waters gives no sign 
that the majestic stream ever interested 
him or touched his imagination. His 
speeches are as devoid of reference to 
the aspects of the natural world as 
though no such world existed. 

I recall with interest that the very 
last words Lincoln delivered on the aft- 
ernoon before the assassination—last of 
those great utterances that for six or 
seven years electrified and enlightened 
half the world—were a message of sug- 
gestion and encouragement to the min- 
ers of the Rockies. Schuyler Colfax was 
going thither and was paying his final 
tall at the White House. Lincoln said 
to him: I want you to take a message 
for me to the miners. Ihave large ideas 
of the mineral wealth of our nation. 
During the war, when we were adding 
$2,000,000 a day to our national debt, I 
did not care about encouraging the in- 
crease in the volume of our precious 
metals, but now that the rebellion is 
overthrown and we know pretty nearly 
the amount of our national debt, the 
more gold and silver we mine makes 
the payment of that debt so much the 
easier. Now I am going to encourage 
that in every possible way. * * * I in- 
tend to point the immigrants to the 
gold and silver that wait for them in 
the west. Tell the miners from me that 
I shall promote their interests to the ut- 
most of my ability, because their pros- 
perity is the prosperity of the nation. 

These were the last public words of 
the Immortal, and they were as pro- 
phetic and true as the rest. If Lincoln 
Were present today, and in power, the 
international gold trust would break 
itself to pieces on the immovable granite 
of that great and honest nature. 


Lincoln has been credited with pos- 


sessing a veinof poetry. That is not 
true. He had no imagination, no ideal- 
ity. The one poem which he is said to 
have known by heart is a long piece of 
moralizing doggerel about the folly of 
pride in such a creature as man. It has 
in it the precise tone of melancholy and 
doubt which were the prevailing charac- 
teristics of Lincoln’s somber sentiments. 
For that reason he read the poem and 
tommitted it. He was a dabbler in 
Shakespeare because the aphorisms of 
that Titanic genius suited him in point 
ind argument. It was not the poetry, 
but the Shakespearean logic, that he 
taught at and took. To him Meissonier’s 
Friedland” would have suggested a 
tory of the Blackhawk war, and Millet’s 
Angelus“ would have brought to mind 
u joke that he once heard in Indiana.

t. There is no gift of language, 
but the gift of t. Clearness of 
speech and greatness of phraseology are 
the necessary correlatives of great think- 
ing. The allegation of sublime language 
without sublime thought in it is prepos- 
terous, and the* assertion that the 
thought is great and strong, but that the 
language is weak and imperfect, is an 
absurdity. Thought is born in language, 
and not otherwise. The thinker is he 
who makes out of the nebulons ideality 
of the question the convincing and some- 
times immortal fabric of speech. 

Such was Lincoln’s power. He came 
humbly and patiently to the greatest 
problems of political and national life 
in the midst of an epoch of convulsion 
and cataclysm, and the chaos, passing 
through his powerful formative facul- 
ties, resolved itself into stellar beauty 
and order. In his intellectual action be 
was as matter of fact as he was great in 
comprehension. His mental product was 
the most inornate in the world. At bot- 
tom he regarded it as almost a sin to in- 
dulge in a figure of speech; even when 
his composition seemed of itself to rise 
from the merely syllogistic basis into 
flight or fancy he stood back and would 
not follow. 

Coming tothe end of his first inau- 
gural, Lincoln reached these words: In 
your hands, my fellow countrymen, and 
not in mine, is the momentons issue of 
zivil war. The government will not as- 
sail you. You can have noconflict with- 
out being yourselves the aggressors. 
You have no oath registered in heaven 
to destroy the government, while I shall 
have the most solemn one to preserve, 
protect and defend it.’’ At this point he 
paused, for he had finished the argu- 
ment. But Seward thought that there 
should be an imaginative appeal added 
to the address. Lincoln. assented, but 
sould not do it. He passed the address 
into the hands of the secretary and 
asked him for a suggestion, and this is 
what Seward wrote and appended to the 
manuscript: ‘‘I close. We are not, we 
must not be, aliens or enemies, but fel- 
low countrymen and brethren. Although 
passion has strained our bonds of affec- 
tion too hardly, they must not, I am 
sure they will not, be broken. The mys- 
tic chords which, proceeding from so 
many battlefields and so many patriot 
graves, pass through all the hearts and 
all hearths in this broad continent of 
ours will yet again harmonize in their 
ancient music when breathed upon by 
the guardian angel of our nation. 

And this is what the paragraph be- 
came after it had passed the alembic of 
the purifying fires: 

I am loath to close. We are not en- 
emies, but friends. We must not be en- 
emies. Though passion may have 
strained, it must not break our bonds of 
affection. The mystic chords of memory, 
stretching from every battlefield and 
patriot grave to every living heart and 
hearthstone all over this broad land, 
will yet swell the chorus of the Union 
when again touched, as surely they will 
be, by the better angels of our nature.

| YESTERDAY'S STORM. 


It Floods, bn, Streets, and 
. Does Much Damage. 


The weather e predicted a hur- 
ricane for New England yesterday, and 
while it did not strike this town, still the 
heavy rain and driving north-east wind 
formed a combination which was next 
door to it. For hours it poured and 
drenched everything, The wind turned 
umbrellas inzide out, and it was next to 
impossible to protect: one's person from 
the elements. The snow of the day pre- 
vious, which was melted by the rain, 
added to the large amount of water which 
was flooding the roads and fields 

Fortunate was he who had a dry cellar 
after the storm. Cases have been brought 
to our notice of many cellars filled with 
water from two inches up to several feet. 

In a few instances horses had to be re- 
moved from barns, The Park Street 
bakery was flooded on the ground floors, 
and a large quantity of flour in barrels 
was afloat. 

Stony Brook was on the rampage and 
overflowed its banks in many places. A 
stone wall, which holds the bank in the 
rear of George F. Swift’s r>sidence, was 
torn away, and when the large rocks fell 
there was a rumbling noise like thunder. 
The basement press room of the Andover 
Press was inundated and considerable 
damage done to paper and stovk. Sev- 
eral men worked until midnight to get 
out the water. Perhaps the most damage 
was done to highways, being badly 
washed out and gullied in many places. 

The water swept down Brook Street in 
torrents, and, as a consequence, that 


'| thoroughfare is in bad shape this morn- 


ing. The concrete walk from Brook 
Street to the Depot was also badly dam- 
aged. The basement of the depot was 
flooded and many cellars in that vicinity. 
The worst washout that has: been heard 
of is on the Essex Street hill, just below 
the railroad tracks. It would have to be 
seen to be appreciated. 

Other streets and sidewalks are also 


badly washed, and the highway depart- |’ 


ment will have something to do to 
straighten matters out. 

There was quite a bad washout on the 
Boston & Maine, just above the Ballard- 
vale station, derailing one car on the 10.20 
P. M. train, Not much damage was done 
and po one was hurt, but later trains 
were badly delayed and were off time the 
rest of the night and this morning. The 


‘washout was caused by the filling up of 


the culvert running from Clark’s brook 
to the river.

Explosion at South Lawrence. 


The explosion in South Lawrence 
Monday night about 10.35 was plainly 
heard in this town and by several who 
happened to be out at that time, a flash, 
similar to lightning, was seen just be- 
fore the report. It occurred at the scene 
of the Shanty Pond sewer on South 
Broadway, near the caual. 

As aresult of this terrible accident 
two men met an awful death, and hun- 
dreds of panes of glass were broken in 
stores and houses in the vicinity. Build- 
ings were thoroughly shaken and con- 
siderable damage done in various ways 
to property. The two men killed were 
John Lee, aged 35, an engineer, belong- 
ing to Buffalo, and Alexander Gordon, 
aged 24, who was a fireman. The explo- 
sion occurred in a temporay wooden 
structure in which were two boilers, 
Lee and Gordon were in the engine room, 
and they were both shockingly mutilated. 

Jnst what the cause was cannot be 
learned. Many think that the men were 
throwing out dynamite for use in blast- 
ing, but the fact is denied. The condition 
of the boilers led many to say that it 
could not have been a steam explosion.

Bill to Increase Salary of County 
Treasurer’s Assistant. 


ieee 


The committee on counties, of which 
Senator Dallinger is chairman, gave a 
hearing Monday on the bill increasing 
the ‘clerk hire allowance of County 
Treasurer Jenkins from $400 to $600, and 
also granting the treasurer an allowance 
of $150 for travelling expenses. 

The reason for the increase asked for 
in clerk hire is. that Miss Jenkins, the 
treasurer's daughter, who has done the 
assistant’s work, is about to retire, which 
will leave the post of assistant vacant, 
and a capable clerk cannot be secured for 
less than the above sum. 

On the allowance to the treasurer for 
traveling expenses, it was stated to the 
committee that at the time the salary of 
the treasurer was fixed, the court. was 
held_only_in Salem By. subsequent 
legislation, sittings of the court were 
ordered for Lawrence and Newburyport, 
and the treasurer being required to at- 
tend, his traveling expenses have been 
considerable. 

County Treasurer E. Kendall Jenkins 
appeared before the committee and 
stated his reasons for asking for the in- 
crease. He was asked by Chairmau Dal- 
linger if he used a pass on the railroads, 
and replied that he had been in office fif- 
teen yeais, but during that period had 
never received or asked for a pass. 

County Commissioner Bishop also 
backed up Mr. Jenkins’ requests, and 
said if the matter lay with the county 
commissioners, the requests would be 
granted at once. He thought the amount 
in either case was a moderate one and 
ought to be granted. 

The committee considered the bill in a 
short executive session and voted to re- 
port it to the house, and it was so reported, 
together with a general bill increasing 
the compensation of county treasurer's 
assistants. 


Dr. Grenfell’s Lecture Sunday Evening. 


Dr. Wilfred T. Grenfell, who is to ad. 
dress a union meeting at the South 
Church on Sunday evening (at half past 
seven O’clock,) is not an American nor 
aclergyman. He is from London, was 
an athlete at Oxford and a young 
surgeon in London, when he be- 
came interested in the famous work of 
the Mission to Deep Sea Fishermen on 
the coast of Norway. In 1892 he estab- 
lished a similar branch of the same Mis- 
sion on the coast of Labrador, where he 
spends the summer in visiting the fishing 
fleets and settlements of the shoremen, 
giving (gratuitous) medical and surgical 
help to all in need, and holding religious 
services on Sunday or in the evening af- 
ter a day of professional work. The mis- 
sion is entirely unsectarian, although Dr. 
Grenfell himself is connected with the 
Church of England. Being a master ma- 
riner, as well as a surgeon, he has a mis- 
sion steamer for reaching the remote 
harbors of that desolate coast. It was 
in one of those harbors that he found, 
lying in a reindeer skin tent, ready to 
perish, the Eskimo boy, “Pomiuk,” who 
was crippled at the World’s Fair, and 
was the means of saving his life. 

The Sunday evening lecture is to be il- 
lustrated by views of sea.and shore and 
ice in Labrador, a stereopticon operator 
coming out from Boston to assist him. 
There is no feefor admission, but it is 
hoped that there will be a large audience 
and that Andover will be represented by 
at least one “cot” in the shore hospital 
among “Greenland’s icy motntains.” Dr. 
Grenfell will also speak at the morning 
service in the West Church.

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ANOTHER LINCOLN STORY. 


He Enjoyed Life’s Good Things, but Got 
‘ “ Few of Them. 

Mr. Lincoln was one of the rare talk 
ers who could always point a moral 
with an adorning tale taken out of his 
own experience. Everybody has experi- 
ences if he only knows it. Most of us 
are so much in the habit of taking in 
wisdom and fon through the printed 
page or the story as another man tells it 
that we lack the capacity to see it for 
ourselves. 

The story teller is the man who finds 
his own material. An old southern poli- 
tician was moralizing thus a few nights 
ago and eulogizing the man the south 
ased to dislike: 

„When Lincoln first came to Wash- 
ington, I went to see him, so prejudiced 
against him beforehand that no man 
with less genius could have overcome it. 
I left that first interview his friend. No 
man ever came under thecharm of Lin- 
coln’s personality without respecting 
him, and, if allowed, loving him. 

One day, after we had become fairly 
good friends, I told him of my early 
prejudice. 

Mr. Lincoln,’ I said, ‘I had heard 
every mean thing on earth about you 
except one. I never heard that you were 
too fond of the pleasures of ‘life.’ Mr. 
Lincoln sat for a moment stroking his 
long cheek thoughtfully, and then he 
drawled out in his peculiar western 
voice: 

That reminds me of something that 
& boy said to me when I was about 10 


years old, 

‘* *Onoe in awhile my mother used to 
get some sorghum and some ginger and 
mix us up a batch of gingerbread. It 
wasn’t often, and it was our biggest 
treat. 

One day I smelled it and came into 
the house to get my share while it was 
hot. I found she had baked me three 
gingerbread men, and I took them out 
under a hickory tree to eat them. 

„There was a family near us that 
was a little poorer than we were, and 
their boy came along as I sat down. 

„Abe, he said, edging close, 
„gimme a man. 

„ gave him one. He crammed it 
into his mouth at two bites and looked 
at me while I bit the legs from my first 


one. 

„%% Abe, he said, gimme that 
other n. 

„ wanted it, but I gave it to him, 
and as it followed the first one I said: 

ou seem to like gingerbread?’’ 

„Abe, he said earnestly, ‘‘I don’t 
s’pose there's anybody on this earth 
likes gingerbread as well as I do, and 
drawing a sigh that brought up crumbs, 
don't s' pose there's anybody gets less

LINCOLN’S MEMORY. © 


Told Where He Had Put a Whetstone 
Fifteen Years Before. 8 85 

It is said that Abraham Lincoln never 
forgot a face and was never at loss to 
greet by name any person whom he had 
ever known. Possibly this may be an 
exaggeration, but many anecdotes are 
told which go to prove that the great 
president did have a wonderful memory. 

When he was a comparatively young 
man and a candidate for the Illinois leg- 
islature, he made a personal canvass of 
his district. While around 
the cirole“ he stopped one day and took 
dinner with a farmer in Sangamon 
county. ‘ 15 

Years afterward, when Lincoln had 
become president, a soldier came to call 
on him at the White House. At the 
glance the chief executive said: ; 

„Jes, I remember you. You used to 
live on the Danville road. I took dinner 
with you when I was running for the 
legislature. I recollect that we stood 
talking together out at the barnyard 
gate while I sharpened my jackknife. 

‘*Ya-as,’’ drawled the soldier. You 
did. But, say, wherever did you put thet 
whetstone? I looked fer it a dozen times, 
but I never could find it after the day 
you used it. We ‘lowed as how mebby 
you took it long with you. 

No,“ said Lincoln, looking serious 
and pushing away a lot of documents of 
state from the desk in front of him. 
No, I put it on top of that gatepost— 
that high one. . 

„Well,“ exclaimed the visitor, ‘‘meb- 
by you did. Couldn’t nobody else have 
put it there, and none of us ever thought 
to look there fer it. 

The soldier was then on his way 
home, and when he got there the first 
thing he did was to look for that whet- 
stone. And, sure enough, there it was, 
just where Lincoln had laid it 15 years 
before. The honest fellow wrote a letter 
to the chief magistrate of the nation, 
telling him that the whetstone had been 
found and would never be lost again.

| TRAITS OF LINCOLN. 


| JUNIUS HENRI BROWNE'S ESTIMATE 


OF HIS CHARACTER. 


His Tenderness, Bravery and Common 
Sen»:—A Mysterious Personality—Full of 
Conteadiction and but Little Understood. 


His Weakness and His Religion. 


Abraham Lincoln was, in all proba- 
bility—and every year strengthens the 
opinion—the greatest of Americans, liv- 
ing or dead, and beyond odds the great- 
est man of his time. Unquestionably 
a rare genius, and showing it in many 
directions, he has revealed. nothing in 
his whole career that in the least inter- 
feres with the conviction. Not one of 
our countrymen has his obvious chance 
of immortality. 

Lincoln, it is often said, has been 
idealized—idealized by the nation and 
the world. Perhaps he has been. So has 
every great man, from Pericles and Ju- 
lius Cesar down to Napoleon and Ca- 
vour. But men of immense power, of 
transcendent abilities only are so ideal- 
ized or can be. To be-idealized is the 
accompaniment of deathless fame. 

The natives of the republic would 
seem to be divided into Americans and 
Abraham Lincoln. 

The highest frequently springs from 
the lowest; in the darkest mire the most 
precious gem is sometimes hidden. Lin- 
coln was born in what was then Larue 
county, Ky., under circumstances so for- 
lorn and obscure that he had no early 
recollection of aught save abject poverty 
and the severest hardship. Of his own 
parentage he was always more or less 
uncertain, and he had not the slightest 
reason for hope. Yet he surmounted ev- 


determination, by 
the potency of his will. His example is 
a spur, an inspiration to every friend- 
less, struggling youth in the land, and 
will be astimulus, a strength, an assist- 
ance to thousands still unborn. 

The great president often declared 
that extreme tenderness was his chief 
weakness ; that he could not, under ordi- 
nary ‘conditions, refuse mercy to any 
one for whom life was begged, and he 
never did refuse it. That extreme ten- 


is the thing, above all 
others, that has embalmed and haloed 
his memory. He was as firm, where 
there was imperative need, as he was 
tender; there was a point of rugged 
duty beyond which he could not be 
moved. He was a shining instance of a 
man streaming with humanity, not 
without. faults, not without ambition, 
but affluent of noble purposes and com- 
pletely conscientious. 

Notwithstanding the innumerable vol- 

umes that huve been written about Lin- 
coln, notwithstanding the endless com- 
ments, criticisms, explanations, analyses 
that have been offered of his character, 
he is. still unknown, still somewhat a 
mystery. His true life is yet to be writ- 
ten. Simple as his nature was, in the 
‘main, it was also complicated and ap- 
parently fall of contradictions, though, 
to one who could understand it, actually 
harmonious. His spirit was solitary ; his 
being, like that of genius generally, 
grave, anxious, ead, from temperament, 
not surroundings. His jests, his stories, 
his occasional buffooneries were intend- 
ed to relieve his oppression, often to 
conceal his thoughts and aims, and they 
commonly savceeded. To the mass he 
continues %o be as a sealed book. He is 
one of the most tragic no less than of 
the grandest figures in history. 

Abraham (meaning in Hebrew, father 
of a multitude) was, in spite of its spe- 
cial fitness, its prophetic quality in- 
deed,” very disagreeable to Lincoln from 
early boyhood. When he reached man- 
hood, he fairly hated it. He could not 
bear the title so universally bestowed on 
him, Honest Old Abe, but he had too 
much sense, too much pride, n his 
feeling. It was not his natufe to refer 

to what troubled him, whether an im- 
portant or trifling matter. If he had 
been an ordinary man, he would no 
doubt have changed his name, which no 
one could conceive of his doing. His dis- 
like of the prenomen grew with his 
years, and he invariably wrote its in- 
itial alone. 

It may seem strange that so great a 
man should be so affected by so small a 
fact, but a name is of more consequence 
than it seems. Even Cesar, the foremost 
hero of all antiquity, who, as everybody 
is aware, was bald, took unwearied 
pains, when young, to conceal his bald- 
ness by carefully arranging the long 
locks of his hair over the bare spots. 
This would be thought frivolous ina 
commonplace mortal. How much more 
the imperial Cesar? 

Lincoln was a great admirer of Pope’s 
„Universal Prayer, saying that it con- 
tained the substance of all Christianity. 
He frequently repeated it, and wondered 
that it was so little cited. This was his 
favorite stanza: 

Teach me to feel another’s woe, 
To hide the fault I see. 

That mercy I to others show, 
That mercy show to me. 

It is a singular circumstance that Lin- 
coln’s very brief Gettysburg speech, 
now familiar to the whole English 
world, fell dead on his vast audience at 
the time of its delivery. Nor did any 
one discover its extraordinary merit for 
months. Lincoln himself, with charac- 
teristic modesty, thought it a ‘‘poor af- 
fair, und was amazed when a London 
journal—the next spring, I think 
praised it to the echo. This set the key. 
Every newspaper and periodical fol- 
lowed the lead, and the little speech 
immediately took rank as an effort un- 
equaled on any similar occasion, as a 
great English classic. It is not often 
that native genius is detected in Eng- 
land. 


Lincoln was, beyond everything per- 
haps, the incarnation of common sense 
(so called), which is the most uncom-' 
mon sense, and rarer than the rarest | 


genius. 

Although one of the kindest hearted, ; 
most amiable, most peaceable of men, 
Lincoln was the embodiment of courage, 
as the incidents of his early life prove,

quent career. 
to the front, while president, he gained, 


among the soldiers, a reputation for in- 
sensibility to fear, so careless, so indif- 


ferent was he to any and all danger. 


Naturally and necessarily, a man of 
Lincoln’s unassertive but resolute eour- 
age was distr-"sed at having avoided 
Baltimore (ccutrary to his better judg- 
ment) on his way to be inaugurated at 


Washington, in ience to the urgent, 
N 1 of his Friends. 


They only prevailed on him at last by 
‘assuring him that the Union cause de- 
manded that he should zealously guard 


“his life. He never failed to feel that he 
had made a great mistake by any appur- 
ent shirking of duty. He would rather 
have been assassinated a thousand times 
than not have made the journey @rect, 
and the ‘‘mistake’’ afflicted him to his 
last consciousness. 

No mortal creature has ever under- 
stood hnman nature better than Lincoln. 
He seemed to know all men by instinct. 
His perfect fair mindedness, his uncon- 
ditional sincerity, so impressed every- 
body that the bitterest prejudices melted 
away under their influence. 

Since the death of the eminent eman- 
cipator many persons: have concerned 
themselves about his faith, his religious 
beliefs, and to little purpose. He has 
been called atheist, infidel, deist, par- 
theist, orthodoxist, latitudinarian, ra- 
tionalist, as most men of earnest thought 
and deep conviction are and have been. 
No one knows what he believed or dis- 
believed; he rarely talked of such 
things. But whatever his faith we are 
all convinced that his life was in the 
right; that he had an idea of God that 
should put believers in a pint pot Deity 
toshame.

Butter Prices Irregular, With 
Downward Turn. 


No New Features In  Cheese—Eggs De- 
moralized—No Improvement In Pota- 
toes Market Quotations. 


Boston, Feb. 6.—The butter market has 
taken another downward turn. New 
York made a bad break. under the influ- 
ence of heavy receipts, and Elgin gave 
way © little, but held up better than was 
expected. Chicago ruled somewhat easier, 
and is likely M. fall into line with New 
York if rebel hu to inprease. 

Boston has drop 
still higher than other markets on fancy 
fresh stock, Which is in very small supply. 
Most of the reveipte from Vermont and 
New Hampshire are more or less off in 
flavor this week. 

For this reason our prices for first-class 
fresh made butter in small packages are 
8 to 4 cents above New York’s highest 
quotations. This may seem incredible to 
people at a distance and to buyers who 
may come into the market for small lots, 
but it is true, nevertheless, as they will 
find if they want a fine, full-flavored lot of 


creamery. 

All other kinds are quite plentiful and 
ean be bought about as low as in any 
other market. After passing the highest 
quality, there is a drop of several cents, 
and sellers are ready to accept any reason- 
able bid. This is an uncommon state of 
affairs for so early in February, and has 
not been equaled for many years past. 

Our receipts last week did not show 
much increase. They aggregate 632,563 
pounds, against 620,551 pounds the pre- 
vious week, and 472,887 pounds for corre- 
sponding week last year. This week so 
far the receipts are a little more, but the 
quality is hardly as good. In New York 
the receipts are nearly double as much as 
last year, and are about as large as in the 
flush summer season. 5 

The cold storage stock here was reduced 
9596 tubs last week, and on Saturday stood 
at 20,339 tubs, against 29,154 tubs the same 
time last year, This shows that the trade 
is still using a good deal of summer but- 
ter, and partly accounts for the slow de- 
mand for second class fresh stock. 

Cheese. 

The cheese market has not developed 
any new features. There has been no in- 
ereased_ de and buyers continue to 
operate only for immediate wants. Sales 
of best fall make in a small way at 10}¢ to 
11% cents, including twins, but a large lot 
could not be sold in the open market at 
over 10% cents. 

A few lots of cheap summer cheese have 
eon sold for export, and negotiations for 
more are under way, but the demand from 
abroad is rather light and does not offer 
any encouragement for better prices.

With the passing away of Mrs. Fidelia
